Fo rtified by the ex pressed o p­ 
po sitio n o f President Ho o v er to 
the pro po sal, Senato r Watso n, o f 
Indiana, made kno wn that at the 
earliest o ppo rtunity he 
wo uld 
giv e no tice, as republican leader, 
o f his intentio n to ask the elim­ 
inatio n o f the debenture sectio n 
v o ted into the farm bill by the 
agriculture co mmittee. 
The senato r decided upo n this 
co urse after a co nference with 
Chairman McNary o f the co m­ 
mittee at which it was 
agreed 
that the administratio n leaders 
sho uld use all their influence to 
o btain passage o f a bill accept­ 
able to the White Ho use in v iew 
o f the ex perience during the last 
few y ears in which 
differences 
between the ex ecutiv e and co n­ 
gress caused farm relief pro po sals 
to co me to naught. 
Senato r Watso n issued a state­

Thursday when v isito rs go there 
fo r the o pen ho use receptio n. The 
ex penditure o f this much mo ney 
means no t o nfy a greater o utput 
o f electricity and po wer, but it 
also means a sav ings in the ac­ 
tual co st o f pro ducing the ener­ 
gy . 
W. J . Mo rgan, o f Indianapo lis, 
a sales representativ e fo r 
the 
Westingho use co rpo ratio n, J . E. 
Wilso n, steam engineer fo r the 
same co mpany , and A. M. Flet­ 
cher, co nsulting engineer, 
were 
all three here a few 
day s ago 
and gav e so me interesting facts 
and figures o n the new 1500 kilo ­ 
watt turbine-generato r that was 
recently put into serv ice at the 
plant. 
This turbine was designed and 
installed with the pro blems 
o f 
this particular plant in 
mind. 
Engineers came here and studied 
the plant needs in Rushv ille and 
the new turbin is the answer to a 
demand fo r bigger and 
better 
serv ice. 
To appreciate the speed and 
po wer o f this huge machine, Mr. 
Wilso n, the steam engineer, gav e 
so me figures that are almo st be­ 
y o nd the grasp o f o rdinary citi­ 
zens. Fo r ex ample he said, Rush­ 
v ille fo lks were pro bably amazed 
that an auto mo bile at Day to na 
Beach attained the terrific speed 
o f so me 231 miles an ho ur. Yet 
right here at ho me in y o ur o wn 
light plant, the tip speed o f the 
blades in y o ur new turbine turn 
at the rate o f 400 miles per ho ur. 
This is no t unusual fo r so me 
o f o ur turbines turn at a 
tip 
speed o f 600 miles an ho ur with­ 
o ut a particle o f danger 
fro m 
such unbeliev able rapidity . Yo ur 
new turbine turns at 3600 rev o lu­ 
tio ns a minute. 
The engineers 
v isiting 
here 
stressed the safety facto r o f the 
turbine. The 
insurance 
rate, 
kno wn as fly wheel insurance, was 
three times as great fo r an en­ 
gine o f the o ld ty pe, o perating at 
150 rev o lutio ns per miniite, than

rev o lutio ns per minute. 
Three y ears ago a 750-kilo watt 
turbine generato r was installed 
ar, Rushv ille had o utgro wn its o ld 
engine ty pe o f po wer generato r.

H ilb urt b akery now 
stands.

Tacoma, Wash.,—Harold Brom­ 
ley, 29 -year-old war veteran, will 
hop off sometime in June in an 
attem pt to fly from Tacoma to 
Tokio. 
Backed b y Tacoma b usiness 
men, Bromley has purchased 
a 
Lockheed-Vega 
one-passenger 
m onoplane originally intended 
for the Wilkins A ntarctic expedi­ 
tion. The plane is powered b y a 
W right J 6 motor, and is of all­ 
wood construction. 
Gasoline tanks in the wings 
can b e emptied and sealed in 15 
seconds, form ing pontoons so the 
plane will float in case of a forced 
landing. The 
plane 
has 
b een 
christened The City of Tacoma. 
The flight will b e approxim ate­ 
ly 4700 miles long. Tentatively, 
Bromley plans to head north out 
of Tacoma, across a corner 
of 
Alaska, and drop down south to 
Japan. He will b e near land n ear­ 
ly all the time. 
He will carry a radio with a ra ­ 
dius of 750 miles, and will b e in 
touch with civilization through­ 
out the flight, which he estim ates 
will take from 30 to 40 hours.

At the same time the p rop erty 
holders of Ru shv ille awoke to the 
necessity of amp le fire p rotection, 
for it mu st be remembered that 
Ru shv ille had no fire force 
at 
this time, ex cep t the “bu cket bri­ 
gade” 
and 
an 
old 
fashioned 
wooden contriv ance for p u mp ing 
water, which was carried to it in 
bu ckets and that we had few re­ 
liable wells and no water sy stem. 
The Holly Water Works 
had 
made ov ertu res looking to the in­ 
stalling of a water sy stem, bu t 
nothing came of it. In October 
’7 3, the Johnston Brothers liv ery 
stable bu rned and we read that 
George B. Sleeth and George B. 
McKay sav ed the Mau zy ware­ 
hou se and Lary Klein and Henry 
Schrader sav ed the Bowen p lain­ 
ing mill. 
William 
Bainbridge, 
Toney Michael and Simon Klein 
were badly bu rned in remov ing 
bu ggies from the stable bu t ele­ 
v en horses bu rned to death. 
Du ring an earlier fire,

The 
late James D. Glore at that time 
ran a saloon where now stands 
the Secu rity Comp any bu ilding.

It is a business started and built by 
the citizens, and one which has grown from an 
original investment of about $10,000 to almost 
$800,000 today .

Oil Thursday of this week, the plant will 
be open for public inspection and every person in 
Rushville should make it a point to look over 
this vast institution which they own. 
It has 
been estimated that there are thousands of peo­ 
ple right here in Rushville, who have never been 
inside of the plant. 
Many ñ ne compliments are passed daily by 
those acq uainted with electrical engineering, who 
visit Rushville. 
These praises are 
not only 
comments on efficiency of the management, as 
few cities can successfully operate a plant with­ 
out a continual upheaval. 
Rushville citizens, when they visit the plant 
Thursday , should feel proud of the fine eq uip­ 
ment. They should resolve right then and there 
to keep and hold fast that which is good. 
We 
should be on the outlook at all times against 
any intruders who might be casting their lines 
in this direction, ex pecting some day to snatch 
the plant from under our command.

A NATION OF MEAT EATERS. 
It seems to be the common impression that 
Americans are eating a great deal less meat than 
they used to, although government figures prove 
that the decrease per capita is very small. 
Last y ear the 
average American ate 142,8 
pounds of mbat. 
Of this total 63,4 pounds were 
beef, 65.7 pounds Jiork, 8. 2 pounds veal and 5.5 
pounds mutton and lamb. 
That is only eight- 
tenths of a pound less than he ate in 1928. 
In 1907 the average American ate 
159.1 
pounds of meat—including one-tenth of a pound 
of goat. From that y ear the per capita meat 
consumption of the United States diminished, 
y ear by y ear, until the war. It was at its lowest 


during 1917 — the y ear America entered the war 
—and those who stay ed at home enjoy ed plenty 
of meatless day s. 
But it is climbing again, as 
government statistics show. 
One of the unmistakable signs of this dietetic 
inclination is the disappearance of the vege­ 
tarian restaurants and the disappearance from 
the menus of vegetarian meals. 
The American 
public has struggled with these innovations for 
some y ears, but the net complete satisfaction 
after a meal has not been reassuring. There is a 
certain psy chology about a meal. 
After a meal 
has been achieved, there must be a sense of com­ 
pensation fo rthe time spent and for the nutiri- 
tion and sustenance assimilated.; The vege­ 
tarian diet has lost out in the race. Hunger is a 
sense of a void, or a weakness. 
Nothing ever 
.has been found to appease it so adeq uately , and 
in so little volume as meat. 
Food reforms make 
interesting ^opics on which to speculate. Yet, all 
comparisons are made with meat, an inadvertent 
y et convincing argument for savory roasts, chops 
and steaks. 


KEEPING UP OLD ROADS. 
With an automobile owned by practically 
every family in the land, the problem of good 
roads is an intensely local issue in every com­ 
munity . 
State highway s can not be built around 
every farm, but every farmer must get to town 
through roads. 
Old roads upon which money has been spent 
for grading and graveling can not be recklessly 
“scrapped” without tremendous loss to the tax ­ 
pay ers. 
How to protect the old, worn-out rock 
surface and save the well-packed foundation for 
further use, has been a considerable problem. 
Today , however, methods have been develop­ 
ed for widening and resurfacing these old roads 
or broken-down, narrow pavements, thereby sav­ 
ing the old road investment and giving rural 
communities hundreds of miles of smooth, hard- 
surfaced highway s at a price they can afford to 
pay . “Salvage the old roads” should become a 
slogan of every rural section.

Indiana’s infant mortality rate 
was lower in 1927 than 
at any 
time since the State’s admission 
to the United States birth-regis- 
tration area in 1917, according to 
the annual report of the adm in­ 
istration of the m aternity 
and 
infancy act, soon to be issued by 
the Children’s Bureau of the U. 
S. Department of Labor. 
Figures in the report show that 
in 1921, the y ear prior to Indi­ 
ana’s acceptance of the m ater­ 
nity and infancy act, 71 infants 
out of every 1,000 born alive died 
before reaching their first birth­ 
day , and in 1S27 the number had 
decreased 
to 
53. 
The 
urban 
areas of the State show a drop in 
infant deaths from 79 out of 
every 1.000 born alive in 1921 to 
63 in 1927, while in the rural sec­ 
tions the number declined from 
66 in 1921 to 55 in 1927. 
The m aternity and infancy act 
will ex pire on June 30, 1929. 
Almost 26,000 infants and pre­ 
school children were reached by 
m aternity and infancy work car­ 
ried on last y ear in 53 counties of 
the State—an increase of 17 in 


i the number of counties which 
had such work the y ear before. 
Of the 11,838 children ex am­ 
ined at the 413 child-health con­ 
ferences conducted by phy sicians, 
11,350 were found to have defects. 
The 141 clashes for mothers and

It was evident that the persons 


responsible were experienced for 
no trace of fingerprints could be 
found. Some prints of a palm 
could be found and it was sup- 
posed that the burglars protected 
ftjemselves from identification by 
using finger stalls or rubber 
gloves. 


?€>ne clue that is being pushed 
in an effort to connect the bur- 
glaries here with others in the 
state was to be found in three 
hat ornaments that were used 
to pin the "heavy curtain mater- 
ial over a window in the Casady 
store. These were in the form 01 
celluloid feathers used by millin- 
•ers. Neither Mr. Casady or Mr. 
iMullin of the 99-Cent store could 
identify the ornamental pins as' 
toeing from his stock.

Willis T. Jackson, who died a

Manley Pearce drew up plans 
and specifications for the build- 
ing that would house the ma- 
chinery, and he charged $10 for 
the architectural plans. 


The building was erected on a 


site near the B. & O., passenger 
depot, where the Mcintyre " and 
Hilburt bakery now stands, it 
required several months to in- 
stall the macinery after the 
building was built,%and it was not 
until the fall of 1893, probably in 
October, when the lights were 
turned on for the first time.

A superintendent was hired at 


$45 a month; then the trouble 
began because the superinten- 
dentTsrould take "sprees" and let 
the machinery lie idle.

"dark" one, because no one would 
be at the plant to keep the ma- 
chinery moving. 


This of course brought ridicule

ons. Newspapers took a delight

At one session, held in dark- 


ness, the council asked Mr. Ma-

1911 the plant was again on the 
downward path, and councilmen 
went to Connersbille and induced 
Mr. Mahin to return, which he 
did, but again in 1913 the admin- 
istration changed, and a new 
superintendent was named. 


This tune Mr. Brown, who had 


been .the pioneer in the business 
with Mr. Mahin, was appointed, 
but the administration recalled 
Mr. Mahin before the year was 
up and he has held the position 
since. 


In connecting upon the growth 


of the plant, Mr. Mahin today 
stated that the 58 street lights 
have been increase^ to 491 lights, 
not counting the pedestal . and 
ornamental posts.

The answer will come back in 
signals, one, two, three, four, ten 
feet, whatever it is. 


Another signal will cause the 


televox to close the gates in the 
dam or open them. Televox-duty 
at a dam is found to be 100-per- 
cent efficient. There is no danger 
of the attendant going to sleep 
on the job, becoming ill, failing 
to answer the telephone or 
neglecting his duty. 


The telephone number was at 


first carried in the books of the

From the boiler room back to 


the turbine, Mr. Wilson called at- 
tention to the installation of the 
turbine, its easy accessibility to 
every part in .case repairs 
aie 


needed.'The turbine is air cooled, 
fourteen and a half tons of-aii 
being required each hour to pre- 
vent it from over-heating. 
This 


figures 6,000 pounds of air each 
minute of the day. 


In the actual working of the 


turbine, there are forty rows of 
blades with 300 blades to 
the 


row. Two nozzles spray the steam 
against the blades which 
sets 


them in motion and turns the 
electric generator. Water keeps 
the turbine cool and the spray 
ponds cool the water again so 
that it can be used over and over. 
The amount of water needed is 
almost as staggering 
as the 


amount of air used in cooling- 
the generator. Exactly 1,500,000 
pounds -of water is used eacn 
hour which-is 750. tons. 


The amount of energy that 


the turbine takes* from the raw 
steam can be seen from the fol- 
lowing figures given by.Mr. Wil- 
son,-the steam engineer. At the 
noggles, just before the 
steam 


strikes ths first row of blades «i 
the turbine, the steam is at 160 
pounds pressure and at 470 de- 
grees temperature. It is travel- 
ng at the rate of 1000 feet a sec- 
ond but has only six feet to tra- 
vel, the length of the forty rows 
of blades. In this six feet, at this 
terrific speed, the 
temperature 


is reduced from 470 dgrees to 115 
degrees and the pressure drops 
from 160 pounds to one pound 
ay the extraction if energy. 


The greater efficiency of the 


turbine-generators over the old 
steam engine type of making 
electric power, can be illustrated 
easily. In the engine type, the 
steam works just once and then 
is lost. It pushes the piston back 
the lenth of the cylinder and is 
ihen allowed to escape, its work 
being done. In the turbine type, 
after the initial impetus is ,spent 
on the first row of blades, a row 
of. deflecting blades turns 
the 


path of the steam back into an- 
other row of blades where some 
more of its unspent energy is 
:onsumed. 
T h i s - 
continues 


throughout the entire forty rows 
of blades until practically every 
bit of energy is extracted. 


Nothing is lost in new 1500 k. 


w. turbin. After all possible^work 
s taken from the steam, a con- 
denser below the turbine converts 
he steam back into water again 
and the water is sent back to 
.he boiler to be converted 
into 


steam again. The cycle then be-- 
ins all over.

In April 1873 the Corporation 


Board, decided to purchase thirty 
five street lamps of the 
W. C 


Huntington and Co., type, of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, equipped with the 
Marsh portable Gas Burner and 
place them on the principal 
thoroughfares, leading to chur- 
ches and depots. 


At the same time the property 


holders of Rushville awoke to the 
necessity of ample fire protection, 
for it must be remembered that 
Eushville had lib fire force at 
this time, except the "bucket bri- 
gade" and an old fashioned 
wooden contrivance for pumping 
water, which was carried to it in 
Suckets and that we had few re- 
liable wells and no water system. 


The Holly Water Works had 


made overtures looking to the in- 
stalling of a water system, but 
nothing came of it. In October 
73, the Johnston Brothers livery 
stable burned and we read that 
George B. Sleeth and George B. 
VIcKay saved the Mauzy ware- 
louse and Lary Klein and Henry 
Schrader saved the Bowen plain- 
ng mill. 
William Bainbridge, 


Toney Michael and Simon Klein 
were badly burned in removing 
uggies from the stable but ele- 
en horses burned to death. 
During an earlier fire, some 
.musing incidents occurred. The

A NATION OF MEAT EATERS.

It seems to be the .common impression that 


Americans are eating a great deal less meat than 
they;used to, although government figures prove 
that-.the decrease per capita is very small. 


Last year the 
average American ate 142,8 


pounds of meat. Of this total 63,4 pounds were 
beef, J65.7 pounds jiork, 8. 2 pounds veal and Hs;5 
pounds mutton and lamb. That is only eight- 
tenths of a pound less than he ate in 1928. 


In 1907 , the average American ate 
159.1 


pounds of meat—including one-tenth of -a pound 
of goat. From that year the per capita -meat 
consumption of the United States diminished, 
year by year, until the war. It was at its lowest 


during 19J7 — the year America entered the war 


•—and th9.se whp stayed at home enjoyed plent 


of meatless days. But it is climbing again, 
government statistics show.

inclination is the disappearance of the vege" 
tarian restaurants and the disappearance from 
the menus pf vegetarian meals.

•certain psychology about a meal. After a mea 
has .been achieved, there must be a sense of com 
pensation fo rthe time spent and for the nutiri 
tion and sustenance assimilated./' The vege 
tarian diet has lost out in the race.

.has been found to appease it so adequately, anc 
in so little volume as meat. Food reforms .make 
interesting -topics on which to speculate. ,Yet, all 
comparisons are made with meat, an inadverten 
yet convincing-argument for savory roastSi chop 


• and steaks. 


KEEPING UP OLD ROADS. 


With an automobile owned by practically 


every family in the land, the problem of good 
, roads is an intensely local issue in every com 
munity. State highways can not be built arount 
every farm, but every farmer must get to town 
through roads. 


Old roads upon which money has been spen 


for grading and graveling can not be recklessly 
"scrapped" without tremendous loss to the tax 
payers. How to protect the old, worn-out rod 
surface and save the well-packed foundation fo: 
further ~use, has been a considerable problem. 


Today, however, methods have been develop 


ed for widening and resurfacing these old road, 
or broken-down, narrow pavements, thereby sav 
ing the old rpad investment and giving rura 
communities hundreds of miles of smooth, hard 
surfaced highways at a price they can afford to 
pay. "Salvage the old roads" should become 
slogan of every rural section.

Indiana's infant mortality rats 


was lower in 1927 than at any 
time since the State's.admission 
to the United States birth-regis- 
tration area in 1917, according to. 
the'annual report of the admin- 
istration of the maternity and 
infancy:act, soon to be issued by 
the Children's Bureau of the U. 
S. Department of Labor. 
'Figures in the reporfcshow that 
in 1921, the year prior to-Indi- 
ana's acceptance of the mater- 
nity and infancy act, 71 infants 
out of every 1,000 born alive died 
before reaching their first birth- 
day, and in 1927 the ruimb'er had 
decreased to 
59. The 
• urban 


areas of the State show a,drop in 
infant deaths from -79V'out-'of 
every 1,000 born alive in 1921 to 
63 in 1927, while in the rural sec- 
tions the number declined from 
66 in 1921 to 55 in 1927. 


The maternity and infancy act 


will expire on June 30, 1929. 


Almost 26,000 infants and pre- 


school children were reached by 
maternity and infancy work car- 
ried on last year in 53 counties of 
the State—an increase of 17 in 
the number of counties which 
had such work the year before. 


Of the 1-1,838 children exam- 


ined at the 413 child-health con- 
ferences conducted by physicians, 
11,350 were found to have defects. 


The 141 clashes for mothers and 


young women organized during 
the year included classes held at 
10 colleges, where almost 2,000 
college 
students received 
in- 


struction material, infant, and 
child care. 
Other accomplishments during 


the 
year include 305 group 


demonstrations on various phases 
of maternal and child care; 37 
exhibits, which were conducted 
at both State and local meetings; 
885 talks and lectures; and the 
distribution of 176,473 pieces of 
literature. 
Campaigns were 
conducted 


during the year for the immuni- 
zation of children against diph- 
theria, for periodic health exam- 
inations of preschool children, 
for the examination of preschool 
children and correction .of de- 
fects before entrance to school, 
and for. the observation of May 
Day as Child Health Day.

and child hygiene had the coop-
